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Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  matter  of  renev/al  of 
heating-  plant  at  hot  houses,  has  carefully  investipated  the  proposit 
and  repoi'ts  as  follows 

1.     We  find  the  present  plant  has  outlived  its  usefulness. 
It  is  run  at  a  needless  excessive  cost  and  its  results  are  far  from 
what  should  be  and  what  might  he  ohtcinahle  from  a  modern  heatinp 
outfit.     Therefore  v/e  say  that  in  our  judg-mcnt,  if  it  is  good 
policy  to  continue  the  running  of  the  hot  houses,  a  new  heating 
plant  should  certainly  be  installed  . 

2.     This  decision  reached,  your  comnittee  sent  the 
following  letter  to  what  were  considered  three  reputable 
Lowell  firms,  namely  Carroll  Brothers,  H.  H.  Wilder  i  Co., 
and  Welch  Eros' :- 

"  The  Proprietors  of  the  Lowell  Cemetery  contemplate 
a  renewal  of  the  heating  plant  at  their  hot  houses.  Will 
your  concern  go  there  and  look  the  pronosition  over  and  subrhit 
a  sealed  proposal  for  doing  such  work,  detailing  how  you  would 
d'"  it,  naming  material  you  would  use,  cost  of  y/ork  and  rhen  you 
could  complete.     We  give  you  the  proposition  of  hot  house  as  it 
stands.     How  would  you  heat  it  and  for  what  m.oney  will  you  equip? 
Corporation  7/ill  pay  cash  ur>on  evidence  of  satisfactory  completion." 

All  three  of  the  above  firm.s  submitted  proposals  and  we 
spread  these  before  you  at  this  tim.e.     You  will  note  the  estimates 
of  cost  are:-

Welch  Bros '  510  .00 

Carroll  Bros'  440.00 

All  three  of  the  above  concerns  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  attempt  to  make  use  of  any  part  of  present  pipe 


system  and  your  committee  is  of  the  same  opinion.     The  old  material 
rem.oved  will  bring  perhaps  $;35  to  $40.       Carroll  Brothers  are  the 
lowest  bidders.     The  firm  has    had  experience  in  this  line  of  work, 
notably  the  installing  of  heating  outfit  at  Patten's  hot  houses 
in  Tewksbury.     We  know  no  reason  why  they  would  not  give  us  full 
satisfaction.     If  it  shall  be  decided  to  do  the  work,  we  recomnend 
the  job  be  given  the  lowest  bidder. 

3.     To  aid  you  in  your  final  conclusion,  we  submit  facts 
relative  to  cost  and  income  of  and  from  the  present  hot  houses. 
Our  figures  are  based  upon  the  record  of  the  season  of  1003.

We  are  told  by  the  senior  Mr.  Carroll  that  in  his  judgment, 
however  severe  the  winter  may  be,  m.ore  than  15  tons  of  coal  would 
not  be  consum.ed  and  that  with  a  favorable  ^'.-inter  and  a  wise  use  of 
fuel,  it  v/culd  not  be  unreasonable  to  expect  a  consumption  of  net 
m.ore  than  10  tons.     If  he  is  correct  you  will  at  once  sec  the  great 
econom.y  possible  by  the  proposed  change.       Our  figures  show  the 


plant  self-supporting,  "bad  as  it  is.     You  will,  we  are  sure,  not 
loose  sight  of  the  rich  return  that  comes  to  us  from  our  maintaining 
"beauty  spots  in  the  way  of  flowers  and  ornam.ental  plots,  though 
perhaps  this  is  not  entirely  dependant  upon  maintaining  our  07;n 
hot  houses.      V/e  moreover  call  your  esDOCial  attention  to  the  ever 
attending  risk  of  loosing  our  entire  stock  under  cultivation  on 
any  cold  night  of  winter  "by  reason  of  failure  of  the  present  plant.

Vote  to  Build  a  Gateway  at  Once. 

A  well  attended  meeting  of  the  con- 
tributors of  money  to  build  an  entrance 
to  tlie  Lowell  cemetery  on  the  Belvi- 
dere  side,  was  held  yesterday  afternoon 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Middlesex  Trust 
Co.  . 

The  meeting  organized  with  choice 
of  Asa  C.  Russell  as  chairrnan,  and 
Charles  Ij.  Knapp  as  secretary.  After 
the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  fully 
set  forth,  on  motion  of  C.  W.  Russell, 
seconded  by  "W.  F.  Wilder,  it  was 
voted  "to  proceed  with  the  erection  of 
a  gateway  at  once  with  the  means  at 
hand." 

On  motion  of  H.  W.  Barnes,  seconJed 
by  Mr.  Perkins,  it  was  voted  "that  a 
committee  be  named  and  given  power 
to  proceed  with  the  work."  On  motion 
by  Mr.  Tyler,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wlggln, 
it  was  voted  "that  the  committee  con- 
sist of  the  president  of  the  corporation.

REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Gentle men; 

Tne  special  Comraittee  with  duty  of  investigating  the  condition 
of  the  fences  enclosing  the  Cemetery  propert./  and  to  report  the  re- 
sult Of  such  investigation,  beg  to  submit  a  report  and  with  such 
report  they  respectfully  submit  recommendations  for  action  by  the 
"^oard, 

We  find  the  fencing  as  a  „hole  In  none  too  good  condition  and 
ver,-  little  that  i^  a  credit  to  the  Corporation.    Pet.veen  our  proper- 
ty and  th.  I-ort  Hili  Park,  the  line  of  division  pr_ctically  dividing 
the  hill  in  t»ro  portions,  is  a  lence  of  l^arted  .«re  sustained  T>y 
stone  posts.     It  appears  to  i^e  no  protection  frcm  trespass,  It  being 

sasy  mtter  to  twist  the  wires  ann  on  account  of  which  the  fence 
calls  for  continual  repair.    On  th.>  ^as'   side  of  the  property,  for 
the  niost  part  is  a  7,ooden  pioJcet  fence  ;,ith  stone  posts,  about  2000 
fe3t  in  length  built  in  1890  and  today  separating  the  Cemetery  prop- 
erty f,-oo  the  Freeman  B.  Shedd  Play-ground.     So  near  its  eud  of 
usefulness  is  it,  t..at  one  can  pull  off  a  slat  at  any  point.  This 
1^  constantly  occurring  followed  by  continual  replacing.     Thus  the 
Ceaetery  particularly  from  this  side  becomes  a  thoroughfare  and  es- 
pecially during  the  'rtnter  season,  creates  an  intolerable  condition 
tiu.t  seems  Impossible  to  ne  t  except  by  deploying  watchmen  b.  day  and 
by  night.     The  wooden  parts  of  the  fence  sho»-  deca;-  as  well  as  evi- 
dence Of  suffering  by  fire.     It  is  no  barrier  to  the  trespasser. 

The  Scut-  slSe  is  fenced  rttn  about  600  feet  of  barbed  wire, 
beginning;  at  Southeast  corner  of  property,  continued  to  Lawrence' 
Street  wltl,  woode.  picket  fence  similar  to  the  fence  at  Hast  side. 
The  ornamental  Oast  Iron  fence  bounds  the  La  rence  Street  frontage 
and  on  the  Concord  River  side  is  more  of  the  wooden  picket  constn- 
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tion,  til  3  t</o  lat'oer  i;.id^s  bain^  in  lu,ir  condition,  considerin'^  time 
ol'  service. 

In  the  judgsnent  of  the  Cioimnittee ,  there  is  imraediate  need  of  a 
new  fence  on  the  Sast  side,  running  from  the  end  of  the  present 
wroaii^ht  iron  fence,  a'f-^out  1800  feet  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  the 
property,  continuing;  on  the  <5'outli  side  a  distance  of  about  600  feez 
to  a  point  where  wooden  rjicket  fence  "begins. 

There  should  he  a;    unclimbahle  fence  on  the  north  side,  replac- 
ing the  present  harbed  wire  fence,  tiiouf^h  its  ne  ;d  at  th:  &  time  is 
not  so  urgent.     It  is  possible  tliat  the  City  of  Lov/ell  might  .join 
wit^.  us  in  the  building  a  party  fence  sharing  the  exi^ense. 

Following  our  investigations,  includin-'  a  visit  to  Lawrence,  we 
■^•ecomniend  that  du  inr^  the  .vear  1914  the  Corporation  build  a  hew  fence 
from  the  terminating  of  the  aforesaid  wrought  iron  fence  near  the 
Pelvidere  entrance  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  property,  thence 
continuing  on  the  South  side  to  the  point  of  beginning  of  the  wooden 
fence,  a  distu.nce  of  2400  feet  more  or  less.     We  rjconraend  that  such 
fence  be  of  the  kind  ki.own  as  chain-link  wire  construction,  with 
posts  of  iro-.  set  in  cement,  such  fence  to  i  e  6  feet  in  height,  such 
6  feat  to  be  surmounted  cy  t.;o  lines  of  b^-rbed  wire,  all  as  shown 
i     illustrations  which  accompany  our  report.     We  would  also  call 
attention  to  ;vhat  we  consider  a  very  i.mportant  departure  from  tl  is 
recom:r!endat ion , if  it  could  be  accomplished,  naniely,  the  continuance 
of  the  wrought  iron  fence  near  Pelvidere  entrance,  fo'*^  a  distance  of 
about  300  feet,  then  to  make  the  beginnino;  of  the  wire  lence  which 
we  describe  and  ^/nich  v/e  illustrate  b^-  photograph  accompanying  this 
report. 

The  cost  ol  the  work,  we  recoiiL-nend ,  would  be  we  estimate,  between 
.'''"2500.  and  f'3000.     If  the  wrought  iron  fence  was  continued  suggest- 
ed, it  would  be  safe  to  figiare  on  added  expense  of  f'lOOO,     There  is 
possibility  th^t  a  movement  might  be  started  whe-^eby  Loi.  owners  would 
contribute  thic  extra  .*1000, 

To  provide  for  the  expense  we  recommend  tiiat  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees at  the  next  annual  i.ieetiii;;  of  Proprietors  reconLdend  to  said  Pro- 
prietors that  the  necessar.    a..t..ority  be  voted  authorizin-:  the  use  of 
iiioney ,  taking  the  same  from  the  Reserved  Fund,  such  a  noun t  to  be  the 
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surc  of  PoOOO.   if  needed. 

If  ou---  racomriandations  shall  meet  .dth  your  approval  and  shall 
he  f  .-!nally  consu-miated ,  following  you-^  action  and  that  of  the  Pro- 
prietors, and  if  upon  conpletioa  of  ./orz  it  shall  prov3  satisfactory 
we  hope  tiut  in  follO';/ing  years,  the  //ork  tnus  hegun  v/iil  be  contin- 
ued ut  points  wherj  moat  needed.     Ac  v;e  understand,  the  work  of  the

In  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Proprietors  of  the  Lowell 

Cemetery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  John  Aiken,  Lemuel  Porter,  and  James  G.  Carney, 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  become  proprietors  of 
lots  in  the  Cemetery  hereinafter  mentioned,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Proprietors  OF  the  Lowell  Cemetery;  and  said  corporation 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  duties,  restrictions,  and  liabiUties  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth 
chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
in  this  Act. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  in  fee 
simple,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  set  forth,  a  lot  of  land  lying 
partly  in  Lowell  and  partly  in  Tewksbury,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Concord  river,  and 
on  the  southerly  side  of  Fort  Hill,  so  called;  and  may  also  acquire 
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and  hold  personal  property,  not  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  objects  connected  with, 
and  appropriate  to,  the  purposes  of  said  corporation. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  hold  and  set  apart  the 
aforesaid  land  for  a  Rural  Cemetery  or  burial  ground,  and  for 
the  erection  of  tombs,  cenotaphs,  or  other  monuments  for,  or 
in  memory  of,  the  dead;  and  for  this  purpose  shall  have  power 
to  lay  out  the  same  in  suitable  lots  or  subdivisions  for  family  or 
other  burial  places;  to  plant  and  embelHsh  the  same  with  trees, 
shrubbery,  and  other  rural  ornaments;  to  enclose  and  divide  the 
same  with  suitable  walls  or  fences,  and  to  construct  and  annex 
thereto  such  suitable  buildings,  appendages,  and  other  con- 
veniences as  said  corporation  shall  from  time  to  time  deem 
expedient. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
and  convey  to  the  City  of  Lowell  any  portion  of  the  aforesaid 
land  for  a  pubhc  burial  ground;  and  also  to  grant  and  convey 
to  any  person  or  persons  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  of  burial, 
and  of  erecting  tombs  and  cenotaphs  in  or  upon  any  designated 
lot  or  subdivision,  and  of  ornamenting  such  lot  or  subdivision,  • 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  said  corporation  may  prescribe ;  which  right  so  granted  and  con- 
veved  shall  be  held  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  for  none  other, 
as  real  estate,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment  or  execution, 
or  to  be  apphed  by  virtue  of  any  law  respecting  insolvent  debtors 
to  the  pajTnent  of  debts. 

Sect.  5.  The  land  aforesaid  shall  be  and  hereby  is  exempted 
from  all  public  taxes,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  dedicated 
to  the  purposes  of  a  Cemetery. 

Sect.  6.  All  the  provisions  contained  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and 
sixth  sections  of  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  the  Statutes  of  eighteen 
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hundred  and  thirty-eight,  being  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Pro- 
prietors of  the  Rural  Cemetery  in  Worcester,  shall  extend  and 
apply  to  the  said  Cemetery  in  Lowell. 

Sect.  7.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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Sections  from  Chapter  17  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
Eighteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-eight  Entitled  an 
Act  to  Incorpor-\te  the  Proprietors  of  the  Rural 
Cemetery  in  Worcester,  Referred  to  in  the  Act 
Incorporating  the  Lowell  Cemetery. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy,  mutilate, 
deface,  injure,  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestone,  of 
other  structure  placed  in  the  Cemetery  aforesaid;  or  any  fence 
surrounding  said  land;  or  any  fence,  railing,  or  other  work  erected 
for  the  protection  or  ornament  of  any  tomb,  montiment,  grave- 
stone, or  other  structure,  aforesaid,  or  of  any  Cemeterj-  lot;  or 
shall  wilfully  destroy,  remove,  cut,  break,  or  injtire  any  tree, 
shrub,  or  plant,  within  the  limits  of  said  garden  or  Cemetery;  or 
shall  shoot  or  discharge  any  gun  or  other  firearms  within  the  said 
limits,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  coiirt  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  according  to  the 
nature  and  aggravation  of  the  offence;  and  such  offender  shall 
also  be  liable  to  an  action  of  trespass,  to  be  brought  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  proprietors  of  said 
Cemeter}',  to  pay  all  damages  which  shall  have  been  occasioned 
by  his  or  her  unlawful  act  or  acts;  which  money,  when  recovered, 
shall  be  applied  by  the  trustees  of  said  corporation  to  the  reparation 


and  restoration  of  the  property  destroyed  or  injured  as  aforesaid  ; 
and  members  of  said  corporation  shall  be  competent  witnesses 
in  such  suit. 

Sect.  5.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  any  grant, 
donation,  devise,  or  bequest  of  any  property  in  trust;  to  apply 
the  same,  or  the  income  thereof,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  for  the  improvement  or  embellishment  of  said  Cerrf- 
etery,  or  of  the  house  and  garden  aforesaid,  or  for  repairing  any 
fence,  tomb,  gravestone,  or  raihng  around  or  on  said  Cemetery, 
according  to  the  terms  of  such  grant,  donation,  devise,  or  bequest; 
and  the  supreme  judicial  court,  or  any  other  court  having  equity 
jurisdiction,  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  execution  of  such 
trust. 

Sect.  6.  Said  lots  shall  be  indivisible,  and  upon  the  decease 
of  any  proprietor  of  a  lot  in  said  Cemetery  containing  not  less 
than  two  hundred  square  feet,  the  heirs  at  law  or  devisees  of 
such  lot,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  membership :  provided,  however,  that  if  there  be  more  than  one 
heir  at  law  or  devisee  of  such  lot,  and  they  do  not  agree  in  writing, 
and  file  such  agreement  with  the  clerk  of  said  proprietors  within 
six  months  from  the  decease  of  the  owner,  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  designate  and  enter  of  record,  which  of  said  heirs  at  law  or 
devisees  shall  represent  said  lot  and  vote  in  the  meetings  of  said 
corporation;  which  designation  shall  continue  in  force  until 
said  heirs  or  devisees  shall  make  and  file  such  agreement  in  manner 
aforesaid,  or  until,  by  reason  of  death,  removal,  or  other  sufficient 
cause,  another  designation  shall  become  necessary;  and  in  making 
any  such  designation  the  trustees  shall,  as  far  as  may  conveniently 
be  done,  give  preference  to  males  over  females,  to  proximity  of 
blood,  and  to  priority  of  age,  having  due  regard,  however,  to 
proximity  of  residence.

That  the  Proprietors  of  the  Lowell  Cemetery-  shall  have  power 
to  purchase,  hold,  and  enjoy,  real  estate,  situate  in  Lowell  and 
Tewksbury,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  not  exceeding  two  acreS, 
in  addition  to  the  lot  of  land  mentioned  in  their  Act  of  incor- 
poration, and  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  lot,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  and  limitations  of  said  Act.

An  Act  to  enable  the  proprietors  of  the  lowell  cemetery 
TO  hold  additional  real  and  personal  estate. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Proprietors  of  the  Lowell  Cemetery,  in 
addition  to  the  real  estate  heretofore  conveyed  to  it,  may  acquire 
and  hold  so  much  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  objects  of  its  organization ;  which  real  and  personal  estate 
shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  furtherance  of  such  objects. 

Sect.  2.  No  conveyance  of  land  heretofore  made  to  said 
corporation,  and  used  exclusively  for  the  furtherance  of  the  objects 
of  its  organization,  shall  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  want  of 
authority  in  said  corporation  to  purchase  and  hold  the  same.

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BY-LAWS

Article  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall" 
he  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year,  at  seven 
and  one-half  o'clock  in  the  evening,  at  such  place  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  direct. 

The  Clerk  shall  give  notice  of  such  meeting  by  publication 
in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  Lowell, 
seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  fixed  therefor,  and  shall 
give  notice  in  like  manner  of  all  special  meetings  of  the 
Corporation. 

At  any  meeting  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
twenty  Proprietors,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  pro\-ided 
that  ten  at  least  are  present  in  person,  and  any  business  may 
be  transacted  of  which  notice  shall  have  loeen  given  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  majority  vote,  except  as 
othenvise  provided  in  these  By-Laws.  Subject  to  the 
pro\dsions  of  Section  six,  of  Chapter  seventeen,  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  the  owner, 
or  in  case  there  is  more  than  one.  the  owners  collectively, 
of  each  lot  in  the  Cemetery  of  the  Corporation,  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  and  no  more. 
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Art.  2.  Theofficcrsof theCorporationshallbeaPrcsidcnt/'^^fs- 
a  Vice  President,  twelve  Trustees  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  the  Board,  and  as  such  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  No  member  of  the 
Board,  except  the  Treasurer,  shall  receive  any  compensation 
for  his  services.  The  Vice  President  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  President  during  the  latter's 
absence  or  temporary  disability. 

Art.  3.    At  the  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  Election  of 
March  in  the  year  1913,  and  every  year  thereafter,  there" 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  four  Trustees  to  serve  for  the  term  of 
three  years.    In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Trustee 
the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  deceased  or  retiring  Trustee. 

Art.  4.    If  there  should  be  no  election  of  Trustees  at  a  Trustees  hold 
stated  annual  meeting,  the  several  incumbents  of  the  office'""' 
shall  continue  to  discharge  its  duties  until  an  election  shall 
be  held. 

Art.  5.    As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  annual  meeting.  Organization, 
the  Board  shall  organize  by  choosing  by  ballot  a  President, 
a  Vice  President,  and  a  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  who 
shall  serve  in  their  respective  offices  until  others  are  duly 
chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

The  President  shall  be  a  lot  owner  and  may  be  a  Trustee. 
The  Vice  President  shall  be  both  a  lot  owner  and  a  Trustee. 

The  Board  shall  choose  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  Superintendent

may  require,  a  Supenntendent  and  such  other  officers  as  it  offi^'^i-s- 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Corporation,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
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the  Board,  and  be  removable  at  any  time  by  a  majority  vote 
of  its  members  present  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  piirpose. 

The  salaries  of  the  Treasurer  and  Superintendent, 
respectively,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

Art.  6.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the 
Board,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  Article,  the  President 
shall  appoint,  from  the  members  thereof,  two  standing  Com- 
mittees, one  to  be  called  the  Finance  Committee  and  the 
other  the  Cemetery  Committee.  The  Finance  Committee 
shall  be  five  in  number,  and  shall  have  the  direct  and  general 
oversight  of  the  finances  of  the  Corporation.  The  Cemetery 
Committee  shall  be  five  in  number,  including  the  President, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  chairman  thereof,  and 
the  Vice  President  who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  thereof, 
and  it  shall  have  the  direct  and  general  oversight  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Corporation.  The  powers 
and  duties  of  each  of  said  Committees  may  be  further 
prescribed  and  defined  by  such  orders,  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  Board  may  see  fit  to  make  from  time  to  time. 

Art.  7.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  of  the 
Board,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice  President, 
shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both  the  President  and 
Vice  President,  a  Chairman,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  meeting.

Art.  10.    The  Board  shall  have  general  control  of  the  Powers  of 
afifairs,  property  and  interests  of  the  Corporation,  and  it 
may  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  these  By-Laws,  for  the  manage- 
ment, care,  use  and  protection  of  the  same. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Board  shall  present  to  the  Report  of  the 
Proprietors  a  report  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation, 
which  report  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  account  of  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  the  general  financial  statement, 
which  the  Treasurer  is  required  to  submit  to  the  Board 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  thirteen. 

Art.  11.    The  Board  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations ^"^

as  it  may  deem  expedient  concerning  interments,  the  erection  ^o<ird. 
of  tombs  and  monuments,  the  ornamenting  of  lots,  the 
decoration  of  graves,  and  the  use  of  avenues  and  paths  in 
the  Cemetery  of  the  Corporation.  Neither  the  foregoing 
nor  any  other  provisions  of  these  By-Laws  shall  be  so 
construed,  however,  as  to  limit  or  restrict  the  general  power 
and  authority  given  to  the  Board  by  the  preceding  Article. 

Art.  12.    Subject  to  such  general  or  special  rules  and  Authority  of 
regulations  as  may  be  made  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time, 
the  President  shall  have  power  to  make  contracts  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  Corporation  for  the  care,  improvement  and

embellishment  of  its  grounds,  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  protection  and  policing  of  the  same,  to  that  end 
employing  such  agents  as  he  may  think  necessarv'. 
Duty  of  Clerk.  Art.  13.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Proprietors  and  of  the  Board,  and  shall  perform  all 
such  other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  these  By-Laws,  and 
as  usually  pertain  to  the  office  of  Clerk.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  and  of  its  records, 
and  of  the  records  of  the  Board.

Art.  15.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody'  of  all 
funds,  books  of  account,  written  contracts,  vouchers,  deeds 
and  other  like  papers  and  docimients  belonging  to  -the 
Corporation.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  collect  and  receive  all 
money  due  the  Corporation,  giving  receipts  therefor,  and  to 
deposit,  disburse  and  otherwise  appropriate  its  funds  as 
directed  by  the  Board,  and  if  the  Board  shall  so  order  he  shall 
give  a  bond  subject  to  its  approval  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  he  shall 
submit  to  the  Board  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  such  year,  and  a  general  statement  of  the  financial 
aflfairs  of  the  Corporation,  which  account  and  statement 
shall  be  examined  and  audited  by  or  under  the  direction 
of  the  Finance  Committee.

access  to  which  shall  be  had  only  by  the  Treasurer  and  one 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  together,  or  in  event  of 
the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the  Treasurer,  by  two 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  together,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  nominated  in  writing  by  the  Treasurer  in  anticipation 
of  such  a  contingency  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of 
said  Committee  as  provided  in  Article  six. 

Art.  18.  The  Board  shall  estabHsh  rules  and  regulations  The  trust 
from  time  to  time  for  the  care  and  management  of  all  funds 
that  shall  have  been  or  that  may  be  received  and  held  in 
trust  by  the  Corporation,  whether  for  the  annual  care  of 
lots  in  its  Cemetery  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  known  and  referred  to  as  "The 
Trust  Fund  Rules." 

Art.  19.    The  Corporation  will  hold  in  perpetual  trust  Lots  wiii  be 
such  lots  in  its  Cemetery  as  may  be  devised  or  conveyed  to  Corpora'tion* ''^ 
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it,  provided  that  the  terms  of  the  de\'ise  or  conveyance  thereof 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  shall  not  be  inconsistent 
with  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  or  with  the  terms 
of  the  deeds  of  lots  in  its  Cemetery  made  by  the  Corporation 
itself,  and  provided  further  that  there  shall  have  been 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  such  lots  so  devised  or  conveyed 
a  fund  for  future  annual  care  in  accordance  with  "The 
Trust  Fund  Rules,"  the  amount  of  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board. 

Execution  of  Art.  20.  All  deeds  of  lots  in  the  Cemetery  of  the  Corpo- 
ration shall  be  signed  by  its  President  and  Clerk  and  sealed 
with  its  corporate  seal,  and  shall  be  in  the  form  following, 
to  wit :

1.  Persons  wishing  to  purchase  a  burial  lot  should  apply 
to  the  Superintendent  who  will  show  lots  and  give  full 
information  concerning  the  size,  location  and  price  of  the 
same.  Upon  the  selection  of  a  lot  by  a  purchaser,  the 
Superintendent  shall  inform  the  Treasurer  at  once  of  the 
location,  area  and  price  thereof. 

2.  No  deed  of  a  lot  shall  be  delivered  until  the  purchase 
price  is  fully  paid. 

3.  Deeds  of  lots  are  to  be  recorded  in  books  kept  by  the 
Corporation  for  the  purj30se,  and  until  such  deeds  of  lots, 
or  of  any  interest  therein,  made  by  original  owners  or  their 
grantees,  heirs,  or  de\-isees  are  recorded  as  aforesaid,  only 
titles  of  record  will  be  recognized  by  the  Board.    By  the 

Origina'.owners.  phrase  "original  owncrs"  is  meant  persons  holding  lots  by 
direct  con^•eyance  from  the  Corporation.

1.  No  interment  of  a  body  other  than  that  of  a  human 
being  will  be  permitted  in  the  Cemeterv'.

3.  Except  in  the  case  of  a  mother  and  infant,  or  two 
children  buried  in  one  coffin,  no  interment  shall  be  made 
of  two  or  more  bodies  in  one  grave,  unless  such  bodies  lie 
side  by  side,  the  fees  being  the  same  as  for  separate  graves. 

4.  No  interment  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  a  body  be 
placed  in  any  vault  or  tomb,  for  private  remuneration. 

5.  Undertakers  are  required  to  have  all  orders  for  inter- 
ment signed  by  the  owner  or  legal  representative  of  the  lot 
in  which  the  interment  is  to  be  made,  and  such 'orders  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  necessary'  town  or  city  permit. 

6.  Graves  shall  be  dug  only  by  employees  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent.  At 
least  one  day's  previous  notice  must  be  given  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  time  of  a  burial.

1.  The  body  of  a  person  who  has  died  of  a  contagious 
disease  shall  be  hermetically  sealed  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Superintendent  laefore  it  is  placed  in  the  Shedd 
Memorial  Tomb. 

Should  a  body  deposited  in  the  tomb  become  offensive, 
the  Superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  will 
remove  and  inter  the  same  immediately. 

2.  Before  a  body  is  deposited  in  the  tomb,  there  shall

be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation  the  sum  of  ten  'jo'^y , .

dollars,  of  which  amount  the  sum  of  two  dollars  shall  be^o'"'^- 
charged  for  receiving  and  delivering  the  body,  and  fifty 
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cents  per  week  shall  be  retained  as  rent  for  such  time  as  the 
body  shall  remain  in  the  tomb,  no  deductions  being  made 
for  the  fractional  part  of  a  week;  the  remainder  of  said 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  if  any  there  be  after  the  application  of 
the  same  to  the  payment  of  rent  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  retimied 
to  the  person  paying  the  same,  when  the  body  is  removed. 

3.  Should  a  body  not  be  removed  from  the  tomb  within 
four  months  from  the  time  it  is  placed  therein,  the  Board, 
in  its  discretion,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  and 
buried  in  some  part  of  the  Cemetery,  in  which  case  the  whole 
amount  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  as  before  pro\aded,  shall 
be  retained  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation. 


FUTURE  ANNUAL  CARE  OF  LOTS. 


1.  Subject  to  the  following  rules,  which  the  Board 
reserves  the  right  to  alter  and  amend  at  any  time,  the 
Corporation  will  receive  and  hold  in  trust  funds  for  the 
future  annual  care  of  any  lot,  and  will  expend  the  income 
thereof  for  that  purpose.  Pro\nded,  however,  that  a  lot 
must  be  put  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent 
before  funds  for  the  future  annual  care  thereof  will  be  re- 
ceived, and  that  in  each  case  the  amount  of  .such  funds  shall 
be  not  less  than  the  amount  which  the  Board  by  general  or 
special  rule  shall  designate  as  appropriate  for  the  future  an- 
nual care  of  like  lots  having  reference  to  their  size  and 
location. 

TRUST  FUND  RULES. 

1.  The  Treasurer  will  receive  funds  for  the  future  annual 
care  of  lots,  and  will  give  proper  receipts  therefor. 
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2.  Any  sum  or  sums  received  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  M°°<'y  received 
future  annual  care  of  a  lot  shall  constitute  and  be  treated 'o'^Trsepirate 
as  a  separate  fund,  applicable  only  to  the  lot  for  the  care  of 

which  provision  is  thus  made,  and  shall  be  deposited  in 
some  one  of  the  Savings  Banks  or  Institutions  for  vSavings 
in  the  City  of  Lowell. 

3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,   the  Annual  report 
Treasurer  shall  report  the  names  of  all  persons  who  shall  ricX'ei"^" 
have  deposited  funds  for  the  future  annual  care  of  lots 

during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  together  with  the  amount 
deposited  by  them  respectively. 

4.  At   thq^  annual   meeting   of   the   Corporation,  the  Treasurer's 
Treasurer  shall  submit  a  statement  showing  the  amount  oiTuTCd°' 
each  fund  held  in  trust  for  the  future  annual  care  of  lots'*'™""'- 

at  the  close  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  the  outlay 
chargeable  thereto  during  such  year. 

5.  In  the  discretion  of  the   Board   accumulations  of  Addition  of 
unexpended  interest,  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars  or  more,  tnmT'^ 
upon  a  fund  for  the  future  annual  care  of  a  lot,  may  be 

added  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  principal  fund,  to  be  forever 
after  treated  as  such,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  owner 
or  owners  or  legal  representative  of  the  lot  for  the  benefit 
of  which  the  fund  was  established. 

6.  All  the  foregoing  provisions  and  rules  concerning  Trust  fund 
trust  funds  for  the  future  annual  care  of  lots,  and  the  carcasTent^o  ruief 
and  management  of  the  same  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  assented 

to  by  the  persons  depositing  .such  funds  before  the  acceptance 
thereof  by  the  Treasurer. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

1.  Promissory  notes  and  all  other  like  evidences  of

of  the  Finance  Committee,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
temporary  disabiHty,  by  the  senior  member  of  the  Committee 
in  order  of  appointment  present  and  competent  to  act.

1.  The  avenues  and  paths  of  the  Cemetery-  are  not  to  be 
used  as  thoroughfares,  and  persons  who  make  such  use  of 
them,  whether  on  foot  or  in  vehicles  of  any  kind,  will  not 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  gates. 

2.  The  avenues  in  the  Cemeter\-  are  so  laid  out,  and 
connected  one  wdth  another,  that  the  course  of  vehicles  may 
be  changed  in  a  relatively  short  distance  by  turning  from  one 
avenue  into  another;  therefore,  vehicles  must  not  be  turned 
in  any  avenue  except  in  case  of  emergency. 

3.  Automobiles  must  be  driven  carefully  in  the  Cemetery, 
and  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour. 
They  must  not  pass  a  funeral  procession,  or  a  lot  at  which 
funeral  ser\'ices  are  being  held,  nor  enter  upon,  or  pass  through, 
an  avenue  or  way  insufficient  in  width  to  admit  of  the 
passage  of  two  vehicles  mo\'ing  in  opposite  directions, 
provided,  however,  that  lot  owners  may  \-isit  their  lots  at 
all  times  with  automobiles  if  they  so  desire. 

4.  Chauffeurs  must  remain  by  their  automobiles  while 
in  the  Cemetery. 

5.  Automobile  horns  must  not  be  sounded  in  the  Ceme- 
tery except  in  case  of  emergency. 

6.  No  barges  or  motorcycles  will  be  allowed  in  the 
Cemeterv.

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7.    Fast  driving  is  prohibited  in  the  Cemetery.  Horses 
must  not  be  left  unattended  or  hitehcd  to  trees. 

FUNERALS. 

1.  Upon 'entering  the  Cemetery  funerals  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  and 
carriages  and  other  vehicles  shall  be  placed  as  he  directs. 
Drivers  of  carriages  must  remain  in  their  seats  during 
funeral  services. 

2.  Loud  conversation,  smoking  or  improper  conduct  of  Conduct  of 
any  kind  by  drivers,  chauffeurs  or  other  persons  in  charge 

of  vehicles  of  any  kind. in  attendance  during  funeral  services 
will  not  be  pennitted. 

Undertakers  are  expected  to  see  that  these  rules  are 
observed.

1.  No  sign  indicating  that  a  lot,  tomb  or  vault  is  for 
sale  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Cemetery,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Superintendent.
